BLAMES DEATH on DISPLAY. 

Baltimore, Md, Oct. 29.—{ Special. ]—Sophia 
Gertrude Singer, who was found slain in Chi- 
cago, was the divorced wife of Thonias Grant 
Wailes, to whom she was married Sept. 7, 
r, When she was 18 years old. He was a 
grocery clerk at Arlington, a suburb of this 
city. They never got along well together, 
and their brief but stormy matrimonial ca- 
reer ended in the wife beint granted an ab- 
solute divorce on Sept. 1, 1800. 

She testified her husband treated her crue 
ly and left her.

MAY TALK AGAIN FRIDAY. 


Colonel Passes Quiet Day and Re- 
tires Early, Preparing for 
Tonight’s Speech. 


New York, Oct. 29.—[ Special. -The demand 
for seats at Madison Square garden for the 
Progressive rally tomorrow night, at which 
Col. Roosevelt is to make a short speech, has 
been so great that Progressive leaders were 
today buying in tickets at an increased price.

MA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


ING VICTOR EMMANUEL has sig- 
nalized the successful conclusion of 
Italy’s war with Turkey by bestowing 
his Order of the Annunciation upon 
Gen. Spingardi, the minister of war: 

upon Admiral Leonardi Cattolica, minister 
of the navy, and upon the Marquis di San 
Giuliano, his minister of foreign ‘affairs. 

The marquis will be remembered in this 
country as having headed the Italian delega- 
tion to the international parllamentary con- 
gress, held at St. Louis in connection with 
the world’s fair some years ago. 

He remained in the United States after 
most of his colleagues had returned home for 
the purpose of studying American life and 
conditions, was thue brought into con- 
tact With y of the leading men in this 
| country. . 

San Giuliano is a man in the neighborhood 
of 60, head of an old Sicilian family, and until 
' about eight years ago owned one of the 
most influential organs of the Italian press. 

His travels have brought him not only to 
this country but also have taken him to vari- 
ous portions of Africa and Aelia.

In fact, it is doubtful whether there le any 
statesman in Italy who has mastered to such 
an extent the Balkan problem. 

Married to a daughter of the Prince of 
Cassaro, he is good tempered, and when

Hooker when he started to read an open 
letter written by President Peter Bartzen 
of the county board to Julius Rosenwald. 

“I don’t think that political questions of 
that sort should be allowed te Se introduced 
here,“ Mr. Hooker told the committee.“ That 
letter is no evidence in this matter.“ 

Chairman Emerson allowed the letter to be 
read. It advised Mr. Rosenwald to divide his 
wealth with his employés. 

Sees Aid to Vice. 

Mr. Roe, in his talk, told of his experience 
in fighting the traffic in women and asserted 
the segregated vice district acted as an 
agency for the increase of the traffic in 
women. 

“After six years’ experience as a prose- 
cutor of those who buy and sell women,” Mr. 
Roe sald, “I have learned that the question 
is one of supply and demand. Thére must 
be women and ‘girls to fill the supply and 


there must de men to create the demand. 


„ Now the question is, how shall we re- 
duce this supply and demand. This brings us 
to the question of segregation or dispersion. 

“ Dispersion or scattering of these women 
is not in itself a cure, but a means to an end

public allows the vice interests to overesti- 
mate the demand and establish ways of re- 
cruiting the supply by most obnoxious 
methods, This recruiting has given rise to 
the awful white slavery of today. 


Says District Booms Trafic. 
“Tet me present some facts which prove 
what I say to be true. Since Oct. 29, 1909, 


or in the last three years, our office has han- 


died 185 trafficking cases under the law 
which went into effect July 1, 1900. This does 

not include 196 other cages which invoived 

traffic in women, which in all makes a total 

of 381 cases. 

“Of these 185 trafficking cases, 148 came 
from the segregated districts and 42 came 
from outside the segregated districts. 

“The argument that repression and clos- 
ing of segregated districts scatters the wom- 
en inte residence districts. This argument 
assumes that public officers and private agen - 
cles will cease their activities after dispersion 
or the women. The public officers, if they do 
their duty in one case will do it in thepther. 
Many people live near to the segregated dis- 
tricta. Why should these people be singled 
out as victims of unwholesome neighbors? 

“It ie sald that without a segregated dis- 
trict our women and-girle would not be safe 
on the street Facts prove the contrary. 
Attacks of this kind result from degenerate 
minds, made so in segregated districts. 
Where the resorts have been wiped out in 
cities Hke Loe Angeles, Des Moines, etc. 
statistics show far fewer crimes of this na- 
ture. We have statistics to prove that there 


are more attacks in and adjacent to eegre- 


gated districte than elsewhere. 

Nowhere in America has segregation ever 
segregated. In New Orleans, where segrega- 
tion ig approved by city ordinances, we find 
as 2 women inmates outside the district 
as in it.” 


Miss Adams Names “Trust” Men. 

Miss Adama assailed the commercialism 
of the segregated district, and asserted as 
long as there was segregation there would be 
this commercialism, with all the levee profits 
going to the south side vice ring.“

Taylor Thinks Police Overruled. | 

Dr. Graham Taylor said he came before 
the committee with no axe to grind, and no 
charges to make, end no theories to ex- 
ploit. 

“We have one of the best police forces of 
any city in the world if it were let alone,“ 
be paid, But the police get their orders 
they’ve told me so.

Business for August in Exeess of 
That of July and Sep- 
tember. 


New York, Oct. 29.—The financial statement 
of the United States Steel corporation for 
the third quarter of the calendar year, issued 
today, shows total earnings of $30,063,512 


and net earnings of $20,777,465, representing 


gains of $4,961,257 and $2,348,171 respective- 
ly, compared with the preceding quarter. 
The surplus for the quarter amounts to $2.- 
434,801, against $56,483 three months ago. 
The showing is up to general estimates, 
but sompares unfavorably with the same 
quarter of last year, when net earnings and 


surplud:qwere larger than those reported to- 


day. This is partly. explained, however, by 
the fact that in this year’s third quarter 

“charges and allowances’ aggregated $7,- 
658,000, against $6,806,568 last year. 

Analysis of the latest statement shows that 
business for August was much in excess of 
that in July and slightly better than that 
of September. 

Officials of the corporation declined to com- 
ment on the present status of trade, but the 
month now ending is belleved to show a 
slight ‘falling off from recent. high pressure.

Plans.to begin work om the construction of 
the new $30,000,000 union railway station 
and terminals early next spring may be in- 
definitely delayed as the result of a decision 


court in mandamus proceedings started by 
| Chris Mamer, former clerk of the Supreme 
court, in which the state charter of the Penn- 

sylvania railway is attacked. 

Mr. Mamer owns a piece of property 50 by 
100 feet at the southwest corner of Harri- 
son and Jefferson streets, against which the 
Pitteburgh, Fort Wayne and Chicago rall- 
way [the Pennsylvania) has begun condem- 

tion. proceedings for terminal purposes. 
The company says it is willing to pay $80,000 
for the property, but Mr. Mamer estimates 
it is worth close to $115,000. Therein lies the 
hitch, it ia Said. ö 

Mr. Mamer decided to carry the matter to 
the Supreme court on the ground the charter 
held by the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chi- 
cago expired: in February, 1012, and, there- 
fore, the railway company had no power to 
condemn his. property. 

The issue before the Supreme court was 
whether State's Attorney Wayman, who is a 
party to the mandamus proceedings,-had the 
right to refuse to begin quo warranto pro- 
ceedings for a proper presentation of the facts 
as to the validity of the railway company's 
charter, The Supreme court decided the re- 
lator, Mr. Mamer, had sufficient interest to 
require Mr. Wayman to begin proceedings.

HIS morning, dear pupils, we will discuss 
the writing of humorous matter for the 
press, Great newspaper humorists make 
as much money as almost any line of 
trade except drivers of brewery wagons, 

‘dock wallopers, painless corn doctors, .calci- 
miners, and porters in . shops, . Still the 
calling is more or less respectable and has not 
the odium attached to such trades as bank rob- 
bing, second story work, and pick pocketing. 
The popular impression of humorists is that 
they are fat, rollicking devils, always tossing 
off some. kind of a. that convulses every- 
body around them. This is a great mistake. 
People often think they will keep their dinner 
es in a roar by inviting a humorist to 
parties, when as a matter of cold somber 
fact they would do much better if they dis- 
tributed feathers among the guests and in- 
structed them to tickle themselves under the 
chin. 
Ah, dear pupils, this is indeed a world of 
contrasts. We have every reason to believe a 


taker can create more jovial merriment at a 
party in five minutes than a professional hu- 
morist will in five hours. But remember this, 
pupils, it is the girl that clerks in the candy 
store that screams in awful anguish when you 
ask her to have a chocolate a or a marsh- 
mallow. 

Professional humorists do not have a good 
time at a dinner party because thé guests say 
bright, clever things to each other and there 
are always one or two droll dogs who tell some 
side splitting story which the humorist him- 
self wrote not more than twenty years ago. 
Expecting a humorist te be funny at.a dinner 
party is like expecting a cook to be entertained 
by turning her into the kitchen and letting her 
have a good time cooking corned beef and cab- 
bage and making two dozen mince pies.

He then discovets that his red and 
green necktie is lost and manifests displeasure 
by biting the head off the canary bird and 
smashing the hand painted china into infinitesi- 
mal atoms. He emerges from his house and 
after lieking the janitor and two policemen 
comes down to his office and writes a rollicking 
skit about the weather that makes the printer 
who sets it in type writhe with mirth and 
throws the proofroom into hysterics. 

Thus you will see, dear pupils, that in order 
to be a great humorist you must cultivate a 
gloomy demeanor and learn how to roar like a 
catamount with its hind leg in a trap around 
the house. If you feel happy and gay when in 
company, curb yourself, don’t waste it. Or if 


you must be tho life of the party, then stop. 


these lessons at once and do not waste your 
money learning how to be a professional 
humorist. 

If you wish to be a real little wag and be 
ready at all times when out in company to 
jump through a hoop and snap sugar off your 
nose, do not be a professional humorist, but get 
some nice regular job weeding the graves out 
at Rosehill or as night Jerk at the morgue. .« 

Remember, pupils, you are but human and 
demand change. Even the bartender in an 
atmosphere reeking with alcohol when asked 
to partake invariably drinks buttermilk or says, 
“O, Tll just take a cigar.” 

The next lesson will tell you how to be a 
sporting editor.
